The fountain in the lobby was 

commissioned by J.A. Weber as 
a Centennial project of Weber 
Brothers Agencies Ltd. , 
Realtors, in honour of the firm's 
founders Lewis A. Weber and 
N. Roy Weber. The sculpture 
was designed by Robert Oldrich 
of Calgary at a cost of $4,500. 
Mr. Oldrich moved to Canada 
from Czechoslovakia in 1951, 
and to Alberta in 1958. He 
taught crafts at Alberta College 
of Art for four years. The 
fountain stands nine and a half 
feet high and is located in the 
theatre foyer, downstairs in the 
Central Library.

BUST OF DANTE 


On the second floor of the library 
near the elevator there is a 
bronze sculpture -- that of Dante 
Alighieri, Italian poet and author. 
Dante was born in Florence in 
1265, died in Ravenna in 1321, 
and is chiefly known for his work, 
"The Divine Comedy". The bust 
was sculpted in Rome under a 
commission of the Dante Alighieri 
Society (Edmonton) and presented 
to the library by the Society as a 
Centennial project in 1967.
